Monument to Indiana's Great Cap- 


tain is Unveiled in Indianapolis 


With Splendid Ceremony. 


Indianapolis, 
May 
30.—President 


Roosevelt and party accompanied by 
Vice President Fairbanks, 
arrived 


here today at 10:48 a. m., from the 
funeral of Mrs. McKinley at Canton, 
O., to attend the ceremonies Incident 
to the unveiling of a monument to 
Major General Henry W. Lawton at 
•which President Roosevelt had con- 
sented to make the principal address. 


The president's car was attached to 


passenger train No. 11 on the Cleve- 
land division of the Big Four due at 
10:60. 
The president and vice presi- 


dent were met at the depot by a large 
reception committee la carriages at 
the head of which were Senators Bov- 
erldge and Hemenway and Represent- 
ative Overstreet . 


They were driven at once to the 


Fairbanks home at 1522 North Meri- 
dian street, 
where 
luncheon 
was 


served. 
Vice President Fairbanks, 


Governor Hanly and Secretary Loeb 
rode with the president. 
At the de-

Following the luncheon began the

At the court house grounds elab 


orate arrangements had been made to 
seat several thousand people, includ 
ing the veterans of the G. A. R. The

squares. On the platform were Mrs 
Lawton and her three daughters. 


The program of exercises include 


an invocation by Rev. 0. R. Lucas, an 
address by Governor J. Frank Hanly, 
music by the Seventh regiment band, 
the reading of a poem dedicated to 
General Lawton by James Whitcomb 
Riley, the introduction of the presi- 
dent by Governor 
Hanly, President 


Roosevelt's address and music. 


After James Whitcomb Riley read 


his poem. "The Home Voyage," writ- 
ten in honor of General Lawton's mem- 
ory when the body was being brought 
home from the Philippines, the cur- 
tain covering the monument was with- 
Jrawn by Miss Frances Lawton, old- 
est daughter of the dead general. 


Governor Hanly's Speech. 


Governor Hanly 
presided 
at the 


ceremonies ar.d following the invoca- 
tion by Rev. D. R. Lucas, former chap- 
lain of the National G. A. R., said: 


"Amid the rain and the mists of 


the morning. September 19, 1839, be- 
tween the mountain and jungle, at 
San Mateo, in the island of Luzon, be- 
yond the sea. Henry W. Lawton fell in 
battle, under his country's flag, with 
his face toward its foes. 


"Death came to him as he desired 


It should come, on the field of battle 
at the head of his command, amid the 
Joy of conflict and the flash of guns—

In introducing President Roosevelt, 


Governor Hanly said:

Sketch of General Lawton. 


Major General Henry Ware Lawton, 


who was killed at San Mateo, Philip- 
)ine islands, December 19, 1899, was 
)orn at Manhattan, 0., March 17, 1843, 
and while a boy came to Indiana with 
lis father, George Lawton, who was 
a millwright. The Lawtons moved to 
Allen county, near Fort Wayne. 
He 


mlisted in the Thirtieth Indiana regi- 
ment in 1861 and was mustered out in 
1865 as captain of. his company. He 
re-enlisted in the regular army as a 
second lieutenant, was transferred to 
the Fourth cavalry in 1871 and in 1879 
was made a captain. He served with 
distinction in 1876 against the Sioux 
Indians, in 1879 against the Utes and 
in 1886 against Geronimo, whom he 
captured in Mexico. In the Spanish- 
American war he gained the .rank of 
lieutenant colonel and was made a 
major general of volunteers. He com- 
manded a. division before 
Santiago, 


was transferred to a command in the 
Philippines, captured Santa Cruz, a 
Filipino stronghold, April 10, 1899, 
gained another victory at San Isidro 
and was placed in command at Manila. 
In the autumn of 1899 he led a cam- 
paign against Aguinaldo which result- 
ed in his death on the firing line by 
a Filipino bullet.

Description of Monument. 


The monument to 
Major General 


•Jenry W. Lawton which was unveiled 
today immediately preceding the ad- 
dress of President Roosevelt is the re- 
sult of the work of the Lawton monu- 
ment commission formed in 1900 soon 
after the death of General Lawton in 
the 
Philippines. 
The Commercial 


club and the hoard of trade co-oper- 
ated in tho formation" of a committee 
which raised by popular subscription 
$6.000. Daniel Chester French, of New 
York, was selected to have charge of 
the creation of the statue. The work 
was done partly hy an American stu- 
dent. Andrew O'Connor, who acted as 
Mr. French's assistant. 


Vhe 
monument 
stands 
on 
the 


grounds of the Marion county court 
house at Washington and 
Delaware 


streets, facing southwest. The bronze 
figure is nine feet high, standing on a 
stone pedestal six feet in height. 


The standin" figure is the typical 


general in command. Erect, clothed 
in Khaki uniform and standing beside 
a cactus bush, the kind ot work Gen- 
eral Lawton was called upon to per- 
form, is symbolized. Modelled in New 
York, the statue was taken to Paris 
and cast in bronze by the Cire-Perdue 
(lost wax) method, which has given 
the bronze a beautifnt tons and sur- 
face. Tho figure was exhibited in the 
Salon in 1906 and received the jury's 
award of a second medal, granted only 
once before to an American sculptor.

Not only had 


this engaged the time and attention 
of many who had been active in as- 
sisting the preparations for Decora- 
tion day. but with the liberal contri- 
butions for entertaining and honoring 
the living veterans, it. was determined 
not to make a canvass for funds for 
Decoration day purposes. 
When the

for the little ones to travel over so 
lone a line of march as has been fol- 
lowed in former years, and for this 
reason the route was shortoned. But 
in no measure was the spirit of the 
day forgotten, and the tribute of re- 
spect to the memory of the fallen vet- 
ernns was ns marked and as sincere 
as can come from loyal hearts.

The 
tomb of the "unknown dead" was dec- 
orated by a special 
committee and 


there the marine band rendered a 
dirge, the same program being fol- 
lowed in the section allotted to the 
Spanish war dead and a wreath placed 
on the anchor of the battleship Maine. 


Services for Soldier Dead. 


Later in the amphitheater, with a 


large crowd present, the impressive 
service for the soldier dead was con- 
ducted. • The program 
arranged, in- 


terspersed by selections of the United 
States Marine band, included Presi- 
dent Lincoln's 
Gettysburg 
address, 


read by Rev. H. John Couden, chaplain 
of the United States house of repre- 
sentatives, and an oration by 
Com- 


rade -Tames Tanner, past commander- 
in-chief of the Grand Array of the Re- 
public. 


Immediately following 
these exer- 


cises the unveiling of the monument 
to the memory of Major General Jo- 
seph A. Mowpr, by the Army of the 
Tennessee, took place under the aus- 
plcos "f t.bat society. United States 
Senator William Warner, of Missouri, 
presided.

ranks, 


were many men whose fathers had 
worn the- bhi3 serving side by side

Indiana's Great War Governor. 


Indiana In the civil war furnished 


even more than her share of brave 
soldiers. It also fell to Indiana to 
furnish the greatest of all tho war 
governors who upheld the hands of 
Abraham Lincoln: for when history 
definitely awards the credit, for what 
was done In the civil war, she will 
put the services of no other civilian, 
save alone those of Lincoln, ahead of 
the services of Governor 
Morton. 


No other man 
who rendered such 


services as ho rendered worked un- 
der such terrible disadvantages, and 
no man without hia iron power could 
have achieved what 
he 
achieved 


during the last two years of the war. 
•when he managed the state govern- 
ment of Indiana solely on money ob- 
tained by pledging his own personal 
honor and personal fortune; and yet 
never for one moment relaxed In the 
heln he gave to Lincoln and Chase 
and Seward and Stanton in the cabi- 
net, to Grant and Sherman and Sher- 
idan and Thomas in the field. It was 
work that only the strongest man 
could have done, and it was work 
vitally necet :ary for the sake of the 
nation to do. 


Pressing Duties in Peace. 


The men of the generation which 


fought the civil war had their great 
tasks to perform. They met them as 


, strong T-O-I nhoiild have met them. 


They dil t-prrn, nnd we. their chil- 
dren, nrofit by their mighty deeds. 
But ro generation ran ever plead 
t.he great HM^"- of 't-. predecessors 


.- as an excuse fnr fail'ns to perform 
its own duties. Our duties ;ire those 
of peace and not of war. Neverthe- 
less they are of the utmost imnort- 
ance: of importance 
to ourselves, 


and of still greater importance to 
the children who in a few years will 
take our places as the men and wom- 
en of this republic. If we wish to 
.show ourselves worthy heirs of the 
men of the civil war, we must do 
our tasks with 
the. 
thoroughness 


with which they did theirs. 


Great social and industrial prob- 


lems confront us, and their solution 
demands on 
our part unfaltering 


courage, and yet a wise, good-na- 
tured self-restraint; so that on the 
one hand we shall neither be daunt- 
ed by difficulties nor fooled by those 
who would seek to persuade us that 
the 
difficulties 
are 
insuperable; 


while on the other hand we are not 
misled into showing either rashness 
or viudictiveness. Let us try as a 
people to show the same qualities 
as we deal with the industrial and 
social problems of today that Abra- 
ham Lincoln showed when with in- 
domitable resolution.but with a kind- 
liness, patience, and common sense 
quite as remarkable, he faced four 


"weary years of open war in front, 


of calumny, detraction and intrigue 


• from behind, and at the end gave to 


his countrymen whom he had served 


• so well the blood-brought gift of a 
race freed 
and a nation 
forever 


• united. 
Great Problem of the Present. 


One great problem that we 'have 


before us is to preserve the rights 


• of property; and these can only be 


preserved if we remember that they 
are in less jeopardy from the so 
cialist and the anarchist than from 


• 
' 
the .predatory man of 
wealth. 
I 


has become evident that to refuse to 
; 
Invoke the power of the nation to 
restrain the wrongs committed b: 
the man of great wealth who doe 
evil is not only to neglect tho inter 
ests of the public, but is to neglec 
the interests of the man of mean 
who acts honorably by his fellows 
The power of the nation must b 
exerted to stop crimes of 'cunnin 
no less than crimes of 
violence 


There can be no halt in the cours 
we have deliberately elected to pur 
sue. the policy of asserting the righ 
of the nation, so far as it has the 
power, to supervise and control the 
business use of wealth, especially in 
Its corporate form. Today I wish to 
say a word to you about the first 
and most important feature of this 
task, the control of the common car- 
riers doing an interstate business: 
a control absolutely vested in the 
nation, while in so far as t.he com- 
mon carriers also transport 
the 


mails it is in my opinion probable 


1 that whether their business is or is 


not interstate it is to the same ex- 
tent subject to federal control, un- 
der that clause of the constitution 
grar.tinr: to the national government 
power to establish post roads and 
therefore by necessary implication

curities. There must be vested in 
the federal government a full power 
of supervision and control over the 
railways doing interstate business; 
a. power In many respects analogous: 
to and as complete as that the gov- 
ernment exercises over the national 
brinks. It must possess tho power 
to exercise supervision over the fu- 
ture issuance of stocks and bonds, 
either through a national incorpor- 
ation (which I should prefer) or in 
Fomo similar fashion, such supervi- 
sion to include the frank publicity 
of everything 
which 
would-be in- 


vestors and the public at large have 
a right to know. Tho federal gov- 
ernment will thus he able to preveut 
all overcapitalization in the future; 
to prevent any man hereafter from 
plundering others by loading rail- 
way properties with obligations and 
pocketing the 
money 
instead of 


snendlng it in improvements and in' 
legitimate corporate purposes; and 
any man acting 
In such 
fashion 


should bo held 
to a criminal ac- 


countability. It should be declared 
contrary to public, policy henceforth 
to allow railroads to devote their 
capital to anything but the trans- 
portal ion business, certainly not to 
the hazards of speculation. 


Must Curb Stock Manipulator. 


For the very reason that we de- 


sire to favor 
the honest railroad 


manager, wo should seek to discour- 
age the activities of the man whose 
only concern with railroads is to 
manipulate their stocks. The busi- 
ness of railroad organization and 
management should be kept entirely 
distinct, from investment or broker- 
age business, especially of the spec- 
ulative type, 
and t.he credit, and 


property of the corporation should 
be devoted to the extension and bet- 
torment of its railroads, and to the 
development, of the country natural- 
ly tributary to the lines. .These 
principles are fundamental. 
Rail- 


roads should not be prohibited from 
acquiring connecting lines, by ac- 
quiring stocks, bonds or other se- 
curities of such lines; but it is al- 
ready well settled as contrary to 
public policy to allow railroads to 
acquire cont.ro! over parallel and 
competing lines of transportation. 
Subject to first giving to the gov- 
ernment the power of supervision 
and control which I have advocated 
above, the law should be amended 
so that railroads may ,be permitted 
and 
encouraged 
to 
make 
traffic 


agreements when these are in the 
interest of the general 
public as 


well as of the railroad corporations 
making them. 
These agreements 


should of course be made public in 
the minutest detail, and should be 
subject to securing tho previous as 
sent of the 
interstate 
commerce 


commission. 


Movement Has Come to Stay. 


The movement to regulate rail- 


ways by law has come to stay. The 
people of this country have made 
up their minds—and wisely made 
up their minds—to exercise a closer 
control over all kinds of public-serv 
ice corporations, including railways 
Every 
honestly managed 
railwaj 


will gain and not lose by the pol 
icy. The men more anxious to man 
ipulate stocks than to make tin 
management of their roads eflicien 
and honest are the only ones who 
have cause to oppose it. 


We who believe in- steady and 


healthy progress stand unalterably 
for the new era of the widest pub- 
licity and of fair dealing on the 
part of railroads with stockholders, 
passengers and shippers. 
We ask 


the consent of no man in carrying 
out thiR policy; but we 'gladly wel- 
come the aid of every man in per- 
fecting the law in its details, and 
in securing its enactment and the 
faithful observance of its wise pro- 
visions. 
We seek nothing revolu- 


tionary- 
We ask for such laws as 


in their essence now obtain in the 
staid'Old commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts; such laws as now obtain 
in England. 


Mo Purpose to Confiscate. 


The purpose of those of us who 


so resolutely believe in the new pol- 
icy, in its thorough carrying out 
and In its progressive development, 
is in no sense punitive or vindic- 
tive. We would be the first to pro- 
test against any form of confisca- 
tion of property, and whether we 
protested or not, I may add that the 
supreme court could be trusted in 
any event to ,see that there should 
bo nothing done tinner the guise of 
regulating roads to destroy prop- 
erty without just compensation or 
without <iuo process of law. 
As a 


matter of course, wo shall punish 
any criminal whom we can convict 
under the lav.-; but we hnvo no in- 
tention of confounding the innocent 
many and the guilty few by any ill- 
judscd nnd 
sweeping 
scheme of 


vengeance. Our nirn is primarily to 
prevent these abuses in the future. 
Wherever evil doers c^n be, they 
shall be brought to justice: and no 
criminal, high or low. whom wo can 
roach will rr.rcivo immunity. But 
tho rights of innocent 
investors 


should not. he Jeoparded by legisla- 
tion or executive action: we sanc- 
tion no legislation vrhi'-h would fp.li 
heavily on th^m. inf!o;>f] of on th 
original wrongdoers or benoficiarie: 
of the wrong. 


Must Not Prevent Development. 


There must be no sifh rigid laws 


as will prevent the development, of 
the country, and such development 


• can only be had if investors are of- 


fered ample reward for the risk 
they take. We would be the first, to 
oppose any unreasonable restric- 


We favor the 
railway manager 


who keeps in close touch with the 
people along his line rather than in 
close touch with the speculative 
market; who operates bis line with 
a view to the advantage he can 
legitimately get out of his railway 
as a permanent investment by siv- | 
ing a fair return to the stockhold- j 
ers and to the public good service 
with reasonable rates: who does not 
operate his road with a view to the 
temporary 
speculative 
advantage 


which will follow capitalizing an 
uncertain future and unloading the 
securities on the public. We wisli 
to make it to the interest of the in- 
vestor to put his money into the 
honest 
development of the 
rail- 


roads, and therefore we wish to dis- 
criminate against the man who, 


unjust nitfs. and 
would iheret'ore ! Is Not Hostile to Corporations, 


be as important from the standpoint i 
of the protection of the railroads ! 
as from the standpoint of the pro- ' 
lection of the public: ;'.ml of course i 
it is necessary to the enduring pros- j 
perity and iicve!m>i".Pti! of the i"iim- i

ness possihiltles. in reaching an es- 
timate on thf> property and rights 
of a corporation as a goiiu: concern. 


while enriching himself, lays upon 
the future owners and patrons of 
the road and above all upon the 
honest men whose duty it may be- 
come to operate the road, a burden 
of additional debt without adding 
correspondingly to its actual worth. 
Much is aald about the inability of 
railway presidents to agree among 
themselves as to what policy should 
bo advocated nnd what plans fol- 
lowed in the effort to work out the 
problems which now present them- 
selves. In 'so far as the law is con- 
cerned, all I ask of them Is a will- 
ingness to comply fully 
with 
its 


spirit, and a readiness to move 
along the lines indicated by those 
who are charged with administering 
It. Our policy is built upon experi- 
ence and our primary purpose is to 
insure the future against t.he mis- 
takes and delinquencies of the pnst. 


No Great Overcapitalization. 


There has been much wild talk 


as to the extent of the overcapitall- 
zntion of our railroads. The census 
reports on the commercial value of 
the railroads of the 
country, to- 


gether with the reports made to the 
interstate commerce commission by 
the railroads on their cost, of con- 
struction, tend to show that as a 
whole the railroad property of .the 
country Is worth as much as the 
securities representing it. and that 
in the consensus of opinion of in- 
vestors t.he total value of stock and 
bonds is greater than their total 
fnco 
value, 
notwithstanding 
the 


"water" that has been injected in 
particular places. 
The huge value 


of terminals, the immense expendi- 
tures in recent years in double 
tracking, improving grades, road- 
beds and structures, have 
brought 


the total investments 
to a point 


where the opinion that the real 
value is greater than the face value 
is probably true. No general state- 
ment such as this can be accepted 
as having more 
than a general 


value; there are many exceptions; 
but the evidence seems ample that 
the great, mass of our railroad se- 
curities rest upon safe and solid 
foundations; if they fail in any de- 
gree to command complete public 
confidence, it is because isolated in- 
stances of 
unconscionable 
stock- 


watering 
and 
kindred 
offenses 


arouse suspicion, which naturally 
extends to all other corporate se- 
curities so long as similar practices 
are possible and the tendency to re- 
sort to them is unrestrained by law. 


Evil is Not Gigantic. 


While there have been many in- 


stances of gross and flagrant stock 
inflation, and while, of course, there 
remain cases of overcapitalization, 
yet 
when 
the statistics of the 


weaker roads, the overcapitalized 


No Purpose to Injure Securities. 


Tho effect of such, valuation and 


supervision of securities can not be 
retroactive. 
Existing 
securities 


should be tested by the laws in ex- 
istence at tho time of their issue. 
Tin' nation would no more injure se- 
curities which have become an im- 
portant part of the national wealth 
than it would consider a proposition 
to repudiate the public debt. 
But 


tho public interest, requires guaran- 
ty against Improper multiplication 
of securities in the future. 
Reason- 


able regulations for their issuance 
should bo provided, so ns to secure 
as far as may bo that, the proceeds 
thereof shall be devoted to legiti- 
mate business purposes. In provid- 
ing against overcapitalization we 
shall harm no human being who is 
honest; and we shall benefit many, 
for overcapitalization often means 
an inflation that invites business 
panic; it. always concels the true re- 
lation of the profit, earned to the 
capital invested, creating a burden 
of interest payments which may re- 
dound to the loss alike of the wage- 
earner 
and 
tho 
general public, 


which is concerned in the rates paid 
by shippers: it damages the small 
investor, 
discourages 
thrift, 
and 


puts a premium on gambling and 
business trickery. 


There is an essential 
difference 


between 
private and quasi-public 


property 
which 
justifies 
setting 


somewhere a limit beyond which 
the accumulating value in quasi- 
public properties, due to the neces- 
sity of a growing community, shall 
riot be capitalized. 


Must Standardize Accounting. 


One of the most important, fea- 


tures of the Hepburn act. is its hav- 
ing given the commission absolute 
control over the accounts of rail- 
ways. The commission has'just is- 
sued an order to the effect that nn 
July 1 next, all the railways of the 
country subject to the jurisdiction 
of the commission, must standardize 
their accounting methods, and the 
commission is now organizing a 
bureau of special examiners, whose 
duty it will be. among other things, 
to sec that the books of the carriers 
are kept in conformity with the 
rules laid down by the commission. 
Thus the means are already nt hand 
and the machinery already created 
which, when.perfected, will put. tho 
public in position to know the facts, 
so that the small investor can ex- 
ercise 
an 
intelligent 
judgment 


when entrusting his money to tho 
promoters of great railway enter- 
prises. We hope as one of the chief 
means for betterment of conditions 
to secure as complete publicity in 
the affairs of railroads as now ob- 
tains with regard to national banks. 


Need Not Alarm Investors. 


All this, my friends, is substan- i 


tiaily what I have said over ami 
over again. Stin-ly. it nux'.it not to 
be necessary to say that it in no 
shape or way represents any hos- 
tility to corporations as such. 
On 


the contrary, it means -a 
frank 


recognition of the f;trt that combin- 
ations of capital. like combinations 
of labor, are a natural result of 
modern conditions and of our au- 
tional development. As fur as iu i 
my ability lies my endeavor is and 
will be to prevent abuse of power 1 
by either and to favor both as long 
as they do well. The aim of the na- 
tional government is quite us much 
to favtir and protect horn-si corpor- 
ations, lamest 
business men of 


wealth, as to bring to justice those 
individuals ami corporations repre- 
senting dishonest methods. 
Most 


certainly there will be no relaxation 
by the government authorities in 
the effort to get at any great rail- 
road 
wrecker--any man 
who by 


clever swindling devices robs in- 
vestors, oppresses 
wago workers, 


and does injustice to the general 
public. 
Hut any such move as this 


is in the interest of honest railway 
operators, of honest corporations, 
anil of those who. when they invest 
their small savings in slocks and 
bonds, wish to be assured that these 
will represent money honestly ex- 
pended for legitimate business pur- 
poses. 
To confer upon the national 


government, the power for which I 
ask would be a check upon over- 
capitalization and upon the clever 


Ij'oyes, and for lower rates be'-omes , 
so excessive as to preveut 
ample • 


and speejy traiisportat'e:;, a'^cl to ' 
eat up the legitimate profits: if pop-

Where the Greater Wrong Lies.

ining the reasonableness of future 
capitalization, both as op? element 
to "nable such a body to come to a 
rizht. chnc.lusion in the matter, and 
also as an element to be placed he- 
fore the investing public, to enable 
this public in its turn to reach a 
conclusion: though of course capi- 
talization must be determined in 
large measure by future need rather 
than past investment- How impor- 


There need be no fear on the part 


of investors that this movement for 
national 
supervision 
and control 


over railways will be for their detri- 
ment. I£ they doubt this, let them 
study the history of the railway- 
control movement, in such a state 
as Iowa. It would be hard to find 
anywhere a more prosperous or 
more intelligent, community; a com-

Iowa was at length 
forced to undertake the work of 
regulating the railways within her 
borders. There was great outcry 
against it. 
Tt was proclaimed that 


such.effort would ruin roads already 
built, and prevent building more. 
But Towa procedod with the task, 
nnd it. resulted, not in ruin and stag- 
nation, hut in increased safety and 
profit to the honest investor. 
In- 


stead of putting roads 
into 
the 


hands of receivers, it. was followed 
by n, prosperity that, rescued many 
of them from receivership?. 


State Governments Fall Short. 


Kr> state, of course, can do for the 


railways what, the national govern- 
ment, has already done for 
tho 


banks, nnd that .Government should 
do something analogous for the rail- 
way?. 
National hank stocks 
are i 


bought and sold Iarg°ly on the cer- 
tificate of character which the gov- 
ernment, as a result of its examin- 
ations and supervision, gives to 
them. To sive another illustration 
from Iowa's experience, when the 
national banking law was amended 
to allow small banks to take out 
national charters, great numbers of 
the stafo hanks of that, state were 
ro-org.inizeri into national institu- 
tions. 
The invrstinc public was 


ready to back with unlimited confi- 
dence the institutions on which the 
federal zovrrnffienl had set the sea) 
of its confidence and approval.

The grave abuses in Individual 


cases of railroad management in 
the 
past 
represent 
wrongs 
not 


merely to the general public, but, 
above nil, wrongs 
to 
fair-dealing 


and honest corporations and men of 
wealth, because they excite a popu- 
lar anger and distrust which from 
the very nature of the case tends to 
include in'the sweep of its resent- 
ment good and bad alike. From the 
standpoint of the public I can not 
too earnestly say that as soon as 
the natural and proper resentment 
aroused by these abuses becomes in- 
discriminate 
and 
unthinking, 
;l 


also becomes not merely unwise 
and 
unfnir, but calculated to de- 


feat the very ends which those feel- 
ing it have in view. There has been 
plenty of dishonest work by cor- 
porations in the past. 
There will 


not be the slightest let-up in the ef- 
fort to hunt down and punish every 
dishonest man. But the bulk of our 
business is honestly done. In the 
natural indignation t.he people feel 
over the dishonesty, it is all-essen- 
tial that they should not lose tbe.ir 
heads and get drawn into an indis- 
criminate 
raid 
upon 
all 
corpor- 


ations, all people of wealth, whether 
they do well or ill. 
Out of any 


such wild movement good will not 
come, can not come, and never has 
come. 
On the contrary, the 'surest 


way to Invite reaction is to follow 
the lead of either demagogue or 
visionary in a sweeping assault upon 
property values and 
upon public 


confidence, which would work in- 
calculable damage in the business 
world, and would produce such dis- 
trust of the agitators that in the re- 
vulsion the distrust would extend to 
honest, men who. in sincere and sane 
fashion, are trying to remedy the 
evils. 


The Great Need of the Hour. 


The great need of the hour, from 


the standpoint, of the general public 


Must Regulate Not Direct. 


I emphatically believe that posi- 


tive restraint should 
be 
imposed 


upon railway corporations, and that 
they should be required to meet 
positive obligations In tho Interest 
of the general public. I no less em- 
phatically believe that in thus regu- 
lating and controlling the affairs of 
tho railways it is necessary to rec- 
ognize the need of an immense out- 
lay of money from private sources, 
and tho certainty that this will not 
be met without the assurance of suf- 
ficient, reward to induce the neces- 
sary investment. It Is plainly inad- 
visable for the government to under- 
take to direct the physical operation 
of the railways, save in wholly ex- 
ceptional cases; and the supervision 
and control It exercises should he 
both entirely adequate to secure its 
ends, and yet no more harassing 
than is necessary to secure theso 
ends. 


I believe that the railroad men of 


the United States are coming to a 
more perfect sense of the responsi- 
bility of the relation 
which 
they 


bear to the public, and of the dignity 
of that relation, they are public 
servants in t.he highest and fullest 
sense. Indeed, there Is not a brake 
man nor a switchman upon the most 
remote road in t.he land who does 
not fill a public function and render 
a service of large public usefulness. 
We begrudge neither honor nor re- 
ward to these men to whom we en- 
trust, our lives and our 
property. 


Behind these active workers In the 
railroad field are those who have 
the determination of railroad poli- 
cies. 
These men 
are entitled to 


great rewards; and in return public 
opinion is right In holding them to a 
rigid accountability 
for 
the 
way 


they perform their public duties. 


Country Has Outgrown Its Railroads. 


For several months past some, it 


not all, of our roads have been in a 
condition 
of extreme 
congestion. 


Doubtless this is mainly due to the 
fact that the country has outgrown 
its railroads, that our prosperity has 
Increased at such a rate that the 
most sangxiine and optimistic rail- 
roads have been unable to keep pace 
with its growth. But it is also true 
that ordinary methods of operation, 
which hold good in a placid time of 
steady and regular movementshould 
at a lime of crisis yield to the im- 
perative necessities or public need. 


The experience of the past winter 


proves how great is our dependence 
on the railroads and how serious 
the responsibility of those who un- 
dertake to care for the public in the 
matter of transportation. 
I believe 


that, there is sufficient ingenuity and 
executive genius in the 
operating 


officials of the roads greatly to di- 
minish the troubles complained of. 
The most, effective -way to lessen de- 
mands for unreasonable legislation 
is for the railroads acting individual- 
ly and collectively to 
remedy 
as 


many as possible of the abuses and 
shortcomings for which there really 
are remedies, a.nd for which reme- 
dial laws are demanded by the ship- 
ping public. 


—of the producer, consumer, and 
shipper alike—is the need for better 
transportation facilities, 
for 
addi- 


tional tracks, additional 
to.rrainals. 


and improvements in 
the 
actual 


handling of the railroads: and all 
this with the least possible delay. 
Ample, safe, and rapid transporta- 
tion facilities are even more neces- 
sary than cheap transportation. Tiie 
prime nerd is for the investment ot 
money which will provide better ter- 
minal facilities, additional 
tracks, 


and a greater number of cars and 
locomotives, while at. the same time 
securing, if possible, better wages 
and shorter hours for the employes. 
There must bo. just, and reasonable 
regulation of rates, but any 
arbi- 


trary and unthinking movement to 
cut t.hein down may be equivalent to 
putting a complete stop fo the effort 
to provide better transportation. 


Must Extirpate Favoritism. 


There ran h" no question as (o the 


desirability of doing away with re- 
bates or any method of favoring c.ne 
shipper at. the expense of a competi- 
tor, and direct dealing with the rates 
is Roniefimes tho on'y method by 
which this favoritism can be avoid- 
ed: but wh^re favoritism is not al- 
leced. and when the question is na- 
kedly one of getting a lower rate. It 
must be remembered that it is often 
pnstiMe that those 
ncmanding It 


may be diametrically opposed in in 
forest to those who demand a better 
safer, nnd morn rapid transportation 
service, and

Law Has Abolished Illegal Favors.

tack; ami it is therefore necessary

turn, remember that it is their duty 
to discriminate in tho sharpest way

What Should Be Demanded. 


What we have to demand In our- 


selves and In our public servants la . 
honesty—honesty to all men; and 
if wo condone dishonesty because 
we think It is exercised In tho in- 
terests of the people, we may rest - 
assured that the man thus showing 
it lacks only the opportunity to ex- 
ercise it against the interests o! ths . 
people.

The man who is on, occa-
